DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-17, and 19-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
reviewing applicant argument made on 7/9/2008, Examiner finds the arguments to be 
persuasive. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest "an area selecting unit that 
selects at least one location in a processing program that performs decrypting, 
expanding, or both decrypting and expanding moving image data, for respectively 
inserting the selected at least one watermarking program; and a program inserting unit 
that generates an image processing program by inserting each of the selected at least 
one watermarking program into a respective one of the selected at least one location of 
the processing program " in combination into other features as recited in the claims . 
The invention can thus provide the advantage to facilitate the insertion of the electronic 
watermark that differs for each moving image or each image, and elimination of the 
electronic watermark by means of analysis thus getting a complete elimination from all 
the images.
